JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to May 31. 
mail of April 8 arrived on May 27. 

The Mikado was present at a review of eighteen regiments of 
infantry, a small body of cavalry, and a battery of artillery at 
Kioma-ba-no-hera, about: five miles from Yedo; and here his 
Majesty for the first time openly showed himself to his subjects 
who were on the ground. Not only many of the lower classes, but 
a number of high officials of the two-sworded class were permitted 
to gaze on the “Son of Heaven” together for the first time— 
an occurrence which testifies to the enlightened views of the 
present Government. The Mikado was on horseback, and at- 
tended, as we have been informed, by a guard of Tosa Lancers. 
Among the regiments reviewed were those belonging to the fol- 
lowing class :—Satsuma, Chosiu, Hizen, Tosa, Tayasu, H’totsu- 
bashi. The political and historical significancy of this fact will 
be estimated differently, as readers are more or less acquainted 
with the causes which produce and affect the advance of nations, 
and have studied the disappearance or growth of ideas or cus- 
toms among them. But it cannot be doubted that this public ap- 
pearance of the Mikado is an event foreshadowing a change in 
the national mind of Japan, the importance of which it is impos- 
sible to overrate. 

The railway works are being pushed on rapidly. The section 
between Yedo and Yokohama is now being commenced at both 
ends simultaneously, the land in the capital chosen for the site of 
the station is being cleared and levelled, and every possible facility 
is afforded to Mr. Morel in prosecuting the work. The Yokohama 
station will be erected on the large piece of unoccupied ground 
near Tobe, at the lower end, or Benten side of the settlement. The 
railway itself will be carried along the shore embankment already 
made, in the direction of Kanagawa, thus avoiding the first hill, 
and will proceed by a bold sweep round Kanagawa Bay, on a pro- 
longation of the same embankment about three chains in width, 
affording space for a wide carriage drive facing the sea, and 
for valuable building plots, by the sale of which the Govern- 
ment will recoup itself, in part at least, for some of the extra 
outlay which this section of the line will involve. At Kanagawa 
it will cross, at a comparatively low level, through a gap in the 
range of hillsat the back of the town, and from thence the ground 
will be fairly easy until reaching Yedo. The line crosses the To- 
kaido (the grand trunk road of the Empire) twice ; once at Kana- 
gawa, and once just below the British Legation at Yedo. The 
railway will be constructed on a three feet six inch gauge, the 
gauge suggested by Mr. Morel, and approved of by the consulting 
engineers at home, whose opinions upon the subject were requested. 
This gauge has, after great experience of its advantages, been 
recommended as preferable for the purposes sought§to be sub- 
served by this line to any broader gauge. 

The Japanese have further evinced their interest in this under- 
taking by founding a college where scientific engineering in all 
its branches is to be taught. A handsome building is in course of 
erection, and the names of many pupils are already enrolled. 

The officers of the U. S. squadron met on board the Jdaho and 
formed a committee to choose a design and to erect a memorial 
shaft over the remains of the officers and crew of the Oneida, 
& sufficient sum of money having been subscribed by the officers 
and men of the fleet to pay the expense of its construction. 

Rear-Admiral Dupre arrived per Messageries Imperiales steamer 
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Dupleiz, and has taken command of the French squadron in 
Japanese waters. ; 

Earthquakes have been the order of the day. Captain Peter- 
son, of the Anna, experienced a shock on the 13th, while coming 
up the Gulf of Yedo. In the vicinity of Vrics Island he observed 
large fields of pumice-stone floating about, and secured some 
samples. 

id is reported that a certain native pe is desirous to procure 
a loan of $100,000, for the purpose of improving the silk culture 
and facilitating the silk trade in his district. His territory is near 
Yedo, and may be reached by small flat-bottomed steamers in ten 
or twelve hours from Yokohama, and his plan is to buy and put 
on such a line of steamers, to run daily between his capital and 
this place, so that Yokohama merchants, and (if the Commercial 
Department permit) foreign merchants, too, may visit the regular 
sales at the market in his capital. 








NAGASAKI. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
May 28, 1870. 

My last, dated 14th inst., was sent vic San Francisco. The 
event of the fortnight has been the anniversary of the birth of 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria. Throughout the day the men of- 
war and merchantmen of all nationalities were decorated with flags, 
and at noon I.B.M. gunboat Grasshopper, North German corvette 
Hertha, and the Japanese battery fired a salute of twenty-one 
guns. In the evening H.B.M. Consul, Mr. Annesley entertained 
a large number of the residents, and among whom were Mr. Von 
Brant, Consul-General in Japan for the North German 
Confederation, the Consuls of the Powers having treaties with 
Japan, the commanders and officers of the Hertha and Russian 
corvette Haydumaack, and the Governor of Nagasaki. 

The Consular buildings aud grounds were brilliantly illumi- 
nated ; on the former was the motto “God Save the Queen,” in 
glass lamps, which device, owing to the darkness of the evening, 
showed to great advantage. Several of the residents also illu- 
minated their buildings ; the most striking ones being those of the 
China and Japan Trading Company and the Commercial Hotel. 
By permission of Captain Koehler and officers, the band of the 
Hertha was in attendance, which greatly contributed to make the 
evening an agreeable one. Although the number of ladies present 
were only nine (nearly all Nagasaki can muster at the present 
time) the dancing was kept up until the morning. 

‘he English mail of the 11th March arrived here on the 17th 
inst. by the British brig Hose of Lustralia—G7 days, 

The English mail of the 25th March arrived here on the 25th 
inst. by the North German steamer Zurpungyo—Gl days. 

The English mail of the 8th April arrived here on the 27th inst.

The houses now being erected in Naminshira, it is said, are to 
be turned into “Tea houses,” an this s2e:ns to trouble certain 
folks here. ‘The Nayasaki Shipping List is endeavouring to urge 
the Consular authorities to compel the lozal officers to order them 
to be removed or used for other purposes, but I fear his ciforts 
will be in vain, as the buildings in question are not in the settle- 
ment. he locality where they are has for years past been a 
rendezvous for all the thieves, rowdies, and other bad characters ; 
and is, in fact, the ho:bel of vies, and seems to have been 
tolerated as such by the Japanese authorities, wio no doubt 
think it better that such characters should be driven togcther 
rather than allow them to be scattered about the native town 
Considering that the present state of things are not of recent 
growth, and that Europcan Governments do not interfere with 
the domestic affairs of the Japanese, I am unable to sec what the 
Consuls can do to remove the evils complained of.

The North German corvette //ertha left this on the 25th inst. for 
Kagosima, and has on board the North German Minister, who 
goes on a visit to the Prinze of Satsuma. 

H.B.M. gunboat Grasshopper still remains in harbour. 

The meeting of creditors of Rainbow, Lewis, and Co., bank- 
rupts, which was arranged to take place to-day, has been post- 

oned sine die, in consequence of the trade assignee being absent 

m Nagasaki. 

A wooden pier is in course of construction here (which is fast 
approaching completion) for the P.M.SS. Company, and will have 
safiicient depth of water at the end to allow their steamers to 
come alongside and discharge cargo. In addition to this, godowns 
are being constructed, and it is said that the agency will be re- 
moved to them when they are finished. The spot selected for 
them is at the extreme end of the settlement, and very inconve- 
nient for persons who may have to transact business with the 
company ; besides which the surrounding locality is a very 
crowded one, and this makes the risk of fire greater than it ought 
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to be, considering that every one who sends goods to the com- 
peaye wharf previous to the arrival of the steamers has to run 
is own risk against fire. 

Business remains in the same unsatisfactory state, which 
renders all quotations nominal ; and are likely to remain so until 
the new season’s teas commence arriving; these the natives say 
may be expected in twenty days. 


Extracts FROM NAGASAKI NEWSPAPERS, 


Shipping List, May 11, 1870.—In our issue of 28th December 
last we called attention to the fact that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had given permission for the erection of seven dens of ini- 
quity (tea-houses) in Naminshira, The foreign Consuls had no 
sooner been informed of this than a meeting at the Custom- 
house was immediately convened, at which the Governor was pre- 
sent’; and who, after the strongest remonstrances having been 
exhibited by the representatives of all the foreign Powers against 
such a step, finally decided to abolish the idea, and to issue in- 
structions that the buildings should not be proceeded with. We 
have already expressed that we have no faith in the promises of 
the Japanese Government, but hardly anticipated that a resolu- 
tion, passed‘at a meeting of foreign Consuls, and sanctioned by 
the Governor, should have been violated with impunity. But 
such we are bound to admit to be the case, for two of these 
wretched hovels, with which may be associated everything that 
is immoral and infamous, are in course of construction in Namin- 
shira. Those who have resided here for years, and even those 
whose sojourn amongst us has been of a much shorter duration, 
cannot but be sensible to the deeds (some of them of the foulest 
nature) which have, and doubtless will continue to emanate from 
these hotbeds of crime. 


Now is the time we think for our Consuls to take action ; to 
nip the evil in the bud, and we feel assured that they will again, 
not only advocate to the Japanese Government how very unde- 
sirable it is that such places should be erected, but will issue the 
most positive instructions that within the limits of the foreign 
settlements they shall not exist. 

Shipping List, May 21, 1870.—Although in our issue of the 11th 
instant we drew attention to the erection of the tea-houses at 
Naminshira, representing the evils that emanate from these most 
disreputable establishments, we find that two have not only been 
opened and their tenants pursuing that which will eventually 
pee great disturbances, and in all probability serious crimes, 

ut also that the erection of others of a similar nature are rapidly 
being proceeded with. It is ncedless for us to further dilate upon 
the evils which will arise if our Consuls do not only at once 
emphatically protest against the erection of such places, but also 
issue immediate and most positive instructions that those already 
erected must either be taken downior employed.in a business, 
that to say the least does not present so iniquitous an appearance. 

Shipping List, May 18, 1870.—A disturbance took place yes- 
terday evening in the house on Lot 25 Oura. Gambling, we are 
informed, was the origin, and so formidable an aspect did it assume 
that knives, clubs, and bricks were freely used. Not resting satis- 
ficd with these wexpons of defence, they commenced throwing 
kerosine lamps at each other. So soon as the mattcr was 
reporte] to the Secretary of the Municipal Council, that gentie- 
min immediately informed the Custom-house authorities, who, 
with the assistance of the police, managed to secure some of the 
Chinamen, and conveyed them to gaol. It is surely high time that 
such tumults should be put a stop to. Gambling houses should 
not be allowed to exist in the forcign scttlement ; and we trust 
that the most stringent measures will be taken to prevent a recur- 
rence of thesame. We have been given to understand that the 
premises are rented by Ccaupseng for the purpose of carrying on 
a gambling establishment. 


Nagasaki Shipping List, December 28, 1869.—We have been 
informed that the native authorities have given permission for 
the erection of seven large tea-houses in Naminshira, and if such 
is the case we trust that the consular body will jointly protest 
against it. We have already enough scandal in the settlement 
with the number of little shantics that have sprung up in Oura 
and Naminshira within the last twelve months. If the Japanese 
Government wishes to establish tea houses at Naminshira let them 
first pay for a strong body of European police to protect us from 
the drunken two-sworded fellows who will be passing through 
the settlement at all hours of the day and night, as it will not be 
safe for anyone to be out of doors without arevolver. Besides, it 
must be a great nuisance to those who have their bungalows 
about Naminshira to have tea-houses just under their windows. 
We think now is the moment that the consular body should show 
the Japanese that before they give permission for anything 
within the limits of the foreign settlement they must first get 
their consent, and we hope that they will now insist upon the 
removal of all those little shanties just under the British Consu- 
late and at Namiushira, which are a great nuisance. 

Nagasaki Express, May 28 1870.—We understand the Prince 
of Chosiu arrived here a few days ago, in his gunboat Henda. 
Nothing, so far as we can make out, is definitely known regarding 
the object of his visit, which is strictly “incognito,” but it is 
rumoured that it has something to do with a proposed to open 
Simonoseki to foreign trade. We hope there may be some truth 
in the report.

From the Ziogo Vews we extract the following :— _ 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank commence business here, 
under the management of H. Smith, Esq. Strange that Kobe 
should have passed through two and a half years of its existence 
without any bank starting a brauch here. Llowever, better late 
than never. The Oriental is soon to follow the example of the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. Business premises are already 
erected, and everything appears ready for the commencement of 
business. The want of banking establishments has been much 
felt here, and now that they are established, they will prove a 
convenience to many of the community, and doubtless a profit to 
themselves. 

Messrs. Lehmann, Hartmann and Co. have launched another 
small iron steamer. The now boat is named the /lubicht—Anglice, 
the Hawk—and, like the Adler, was imported piecemeal by the 
owners from Europe. The JJubicht is a very small boat, as the fol- 
lowing particulars will show, but nevertheless will be found very 
useful in navigating the shallow rivers of Japan. Length, 57 feet ; 
beam, 13 fect ; draught, 39 inches ; burthen, 50 tons. 

It is matter of satisfaction that Kobe has at last been considered 
of sufficient importance to cause the removal of 11.31’s Consulate 
from Osaka to this place. Established originally here, the Con- 
sulate was transferred to Osaka when that city was opened as a 
port of entry, but the reason it has been so long kept at that 
place bas for some time past ceascd to be evident. Business could 
there make but few calls upon it, and the advantages of being 
near the higher Japanese officials seemed certainly overrated when 
the expense of the Consulate establishment was taken into con- 
sideration. The removal has becn for some time due to Kobe, as 
it is fast becoming of considerable business importance. 

The last sale of land on the present Kobe Concession has taken 
place at the Eastern Custom-house. Competition was very spirited, 
and the prices realised were much higher than those at the pre- 
vious sales. The auction was conducted by Messrs. J. Collins 
and Co., and the only hitch that occurred was caused by the 
authorities objecting to reccive a packet of nibus as payment of 
the deposit fee, soliciting kinsatz instead thereof.

SHANGHAI. 
The outward mail of 15th April arrived on the 30th May. The 


dates are now down to the 2nd June. 


The following summary of news is from the .Vorth China Herald 
of May 28th and June 2nd :— 

The election of Municipal Councillors fur the ’rench Concession 
took place on the 29th and 30th ult. The following gentlemen 
were elected :—Messrs. Millot (135), Voisin (118), and Morel (112) 
votes—French ; and Messrs. F. 3. Forbes (157) and Arosenius 
(182 votes)—Foreigners. 190 electors voted. Messrs. Groom, Ay- 
meri, and Martin, who remain in office, complcte the list of 
Councillors. 

Our readers will be interested te know that the erection of a 
municipal telegraph, between the Central, Lowza, aud Hongkew 
police stations, hus been commenced. Mr. L. D. pee has under- 
taken the contract ; and to teach one or two of the police staff the 
mode of working the instruments. The repair of the Woosung- 
road, and the construction of a new one along the river bank, have 
also been commenced. 

The Queen’s birthday was kept as a holiday in the various public 
offices. The French vessels of war in harbour were decked in 
honour of the occasion, and H.I.M. corvette Vpleix courtcously 
fired a royal salute at noon. There is no English vessel of war in 
port. A number of merchant ships of different nationalities werc 
gaily decked, and we noticed that the Astor House was illuminated 
in the evening. 

Mr. Walters, of H.B.M. Consular service, has published a work 
entitled “ Laotzu, a Study of Chinese Philosophy.” It is,in great 
measure, a reprint of essays which have appeared in the Chinese 
Recorder. They are here revised, added to, and offered in a com- 
pact form, The book contains much valuable information regard- 
ing the Chinese philosophy. 

Our attention has been drawn to a paragraph about the adven- 
tures with pirates of the little steamer Jtucket, which reads un- 
favourably for Captain Roper until another story is told. The 
Rocket, a little tug steamer of emall tonnage, has just arrived 
from England via the Suez Canal. Off the Arabian coast sne was 
approached by two dhows, each containing seventy or eighty men. 
Suspecting them to be pirates, she fired at them with Snider rifles 
until they retired. The circumstances lead strongly to the in- 
ference that, if Captain Roper had not acted as he did, the Rocket 
might now have been numbered among the list of “ missing ” craft. 
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The special agent of the China Submarine Telegraph Company 
(of London), whose appearance amongst us we noticed: some weeks 
ago, has returned from Peking. His application for leave to land 
the end of the telegraphic cable in this Settlement was refused ; 
the Chinese, it would seem, apprehending that concession of small 
beginnings on shore might he interpreted as a concession of a 
right to lay lines inland, to which point they are not yet able to 
bring themselves. But provided the line is buna fide submerged, 
no opposition will be made to its introduction into the inner 
waters ; and Mr. Dunn is therefore in a position to make arrange- 
ments which will’suffice for his purpose. We may predict that in 
a year’s time the line will be working from Shanghai to London 
—an'l that the’connections with India, the Straits, and Australia 
will also be complete then. 

The Fenella returned to Ningpo, after a cruise among the 
Chusan Islands, on the 30th ult. She had fallen in with one of 
the Shanghai arsenal steamers at the Raffle Islands; and Colonel 
Cvoke’s men had routed out one nest of pirates in that neighbour- 
hood, and captured several men and boats. It is likely that they 
will start again in a few days for a cruise about Chipoo and Wan- 
chow and the ncighbouring islands ; the Paoshun, however, taking 
the place of the Fenel/a. 

Three fires have occurred during the week—one in Foo Chow 
road, nearly opposite the German Club, by which three Chinese 
hongs were burned down; another near the French Cathedral at 
Tung-ka-doo, by which some 150 houses were destroyed. The 
later occurred in a densly populated quarter ; and the ruin caused 
would have becn immense, but for the exertions of the fire Bri- 
gade; and a third, at the junction of the Canton and Fohkien 
roads, hy which half-a-dozen houses only were burned ; the fire 
was completely subdued an hour after it broke out. 

We have reccived, from the Customs office, a return showing 
the trade of Shanghai for the 1st quarter of 1870. The most re- 
markable feature is the falling off in the import of Grey Shirtings, 
which has been less than during cither of four previous years, and 
not half that of 1869.

The import of White Shirtings also also shows a slight decrease, 
and T-Cloths have fallen from 981,000 to 879,009 pieces—the 
latter figures, however, being still three times larger than the 
import in 1867 or 1868. The import of Jeans and Chintzes has 
quintupled and decupled respectively. Cotton handkerchiefs 
have doubled. All woollen goods show a considerable increase— 
the import of Lastings, for example, having doubled, and that 
of Long Ells and Lustres risen to 68,000 and 59,000 pieces, 
from 44,000 to 75,000 picces, respectively. Theimport of brown 
sugar is thirteen times greater than the highest figure during 
four years, while that of white sugar shows a steady decline, 
and has fallen off one-half since 1£69, The import of raw silk 
from Ningpo and Hankow also shows a large increase. 6,750 
pieces of Grey Shirtings, and 3,785 pieces of ‘[-Cloths have been 
conveyed into the interior, under transit pass, during the quarter. 
. There have been various rumours fiying about, lately, in regard 
to the progress of the Mahommedan rebels in Shense. A rumour 
even found its way into circulation, that Li had encountered, and 
been defeated and killed by the insurgents. There seems, how- 
ever, no foundation for this. Hardly sufficicut time has clapsed 
for him to rcach the seat of war ; much less to assume command 
and engage in a battle. We believe, however, that there is little 
doubt the Imperialists have suffered a second reverse ; and that 
grave anxiety prevails at Peking in regard to the Mahommedan 
successes. 

The Afagyte again rctuined from the wreck of the Hamilla Ait- 
clell with 100 boxes of treasure, valued at $101,000, making 
$180,000 in all saved from the ship. 

We understand that from and after the 1st of July the manage- 
ment of the North China Steamboat Company will be transferred 
from Messrs. Trautmann and Co. to Messrs. Puatau and Co. 


NORTIT GERMAN CONSULATE. 


Penper anv Co. (Mancnrster), v. C. Gustscuow AND Co. (SHan- 
oHat).—This was an action for Tls, 6,023.14, with interest, being 
the procecds of the shipment of goods belonging to a Leeds firm, 
advanced upon hy the plaintiffs, and consigned by them to the de- 
fendants in Shanghai, on the understanding taat the net proceeds 
should ho remitted direct to the plaintiffs. The defendants ac- 
knowledyed the agreement, but—lst, claimed a set-off as to 
£500 ; and, 2nd, pleaded a tender of the balance in Hamburg. 
The claim of set-off was in respect of commission, which might 
have accrued to the defendants from the sale of goods promised 
to be consignedfto them under an agreement with Mr. F. Gutschow, 
of Hamburg, acting for defendants. Mr. Ahlers, for defendants, 
handed in « copy of the agreement in question, and also letters 
referring to the case. Ife acknowledged the liability for the capi- 
ta] sum claimed; but rebutted the claim of Tls. 375.67 interest 
thereon. Mr. Bird, for the plaintiffs, consented to allow the ques- 
tion of set-off to stand over until the orizinal agreement could be 
procured from Hamburg, and the Court then gave judgment for 
£1,500, with interest, from the time of liability on the part of 
defendants, at the rate of six per cent. per aunum. It was a spe- 
cial rule in German Jaw that no higher rate could be claimed. 
Further, plaintiffs could bring the remaining £500 into Court 
another time. 
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AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Jung 6. 

A new Custom House is in course of erection. It is on the 
Amoy side, next to Messrs. Elles and Co.’s compound. Yesterday, 
the 5th of June, the dictator of the destinies of the Custom’s 
service, Robert Hart, Esq., arrived here from Formosa. He is on 
a tour of inspection. Anent Mr. Hart and the Customs, and the 
Lekim, I should like to see a committee of impartial men (for the 
Customs has still fiery haters) assembled and discussing the 
cause of this port’s decline. 

The Lekim of Amoy is the bastard child of the Customs— 
there is no denying it. The case should be brought into court 
and the paternity proved, for I am convinced that until the 
Customs is compelled to contribute a certain weekly or monthly 
allowance for the maintenance of the bereaved, so as to prevent 
her committing raids upon foreign commerce, no better state of 
things can be looked for. I hear that, the pruning knife of our 
Government has been at work in Amoy. A saving of 
£122 a-year has been effected in cutting off some of the 
Consul’s perquisites in the shape of servants. Thero is said 
to be great lamentation and bitter weeping in the camp. 
The pill appears to be a bitter one to swallow, but with 
such a champion for economy as our Consul is set forth to be in 
the Bluebook, no doubt he will on reflection bow to the higher 
wisdom of his superiors. The mandate for retrenchment has 
gone forth, whatever the Consular body may think to the contrary, 
and with the present Government is as unalterable as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians. We are, however, glad to see further 
on in the Bluc-book that our Consul is likely to have his salary 
increased £100 a year. 

New Consular offices and jail are to be at once erected on Koo- 
lungsoo, near the dock. 


HONG KONG. 

Mr. George Baranoffsky, agent to the Russian Steam Navigation 
and Trading Company, which has been Jong established in Europe 
running steamers to the Baltic Ports and to other ports on itis 
Continent, has arrived during the past fortnight, and has proceeded 
north to ascertain the prospects with regard to extending the line 
of steamers to China va the Suez Canal. It is already decided to 
commence next year running steamers from Odessa to Bombay, 
Calcutta and Galle, and, if the result of the present enquiries is 
satisfactory, the line will also be brought on to China. 

An interesting case—Liebert and Another versus the Oriental 
Banking Corporation—was decided in the Supreme Court on the 
3rd June. This was a hearing on a Bill of Complaint to recover the 
balance of moneys received by defendants as proceeds of sale of 
goods deposited by Messrs. Lyall, Still and Co. with the defendant 
company, and retained by them in liquidation of a dishonoured 
bill for $3,615. An answer was put in, and most of the allegations 
admitted. The facts of the case were that the Oriental Bank heid 
goods against advances made to Lyall, Still and Co., and on the 
goods being realised a balance remained after these advances were 
met. A bill, however, had been drawn by Still on Lyall, Still and 
Co. for $3,600, and had been purchased of Still by the defendant 
company in London. When dis!:onoured, the anount, with notarial 
charges, was appropriated by the defendant company out of the 
balance. Plaintiffs said that this was an unauthorised proceeding, 
and sued for the recovery of the sum. Mr. Hayllar, for the plain- 
tiffs, having explained that the bill was drawn to pay Mr. Still’s 
ordinary expenses in proceeding to Hong Kong, Mr. Pollard, for 
the defendant company, suid that it was a gencral account. Mr. 
Hayllar contended that a special lien overrode any general lien or 
hypothecation ; that, in this case, no lien ever attached in favour 
of the defendants ; and that, if it did so attach, it was not until 
notice had been given. The Chief Justice, after expressing his 
regret that instructions from England did not admit of an arrange- 
ment in China, this being pre-eminently a case for reference, gave 
judgment in favour of the defendant company, dismissing the bill 
with costs, but giving leave to the plaintiffs to file an amended 
bill within seven months. 

A meeting of the members of the Hong Kong Yacht Club took 
place on the 3rd June, Mr. Hawke, Vice-Commodore, in the chair. 
The accounts for the past year showed a balance of $265.75 to the 
credit of the Club, which numbers nine yacht and forty-six non 
yacht members. The Secretary intimated that he had received 
a letter from Commodore Jones, expressing, in very courteous 
terms, the pleasure which his connection with the Club had always 
afforded him, and tendering his resignation in viewof his departure 
from the Colony. It was proposed, seconded, and carried by ac- 
clamation, that Commodore Price he invited to take the post of 
Commodore,of the Club. It was then proposed, and carried una- 
nimously, that the present officers and committee be re-elected. 
The Chairman observed that the past season had becn very satis- 
factory. Some admirable matches had taken place, and for a place 
like Hong Kong the meetings had been very large, and had 
brought torth some very good sailing. He hoped that at next 
meeting there would be someinew yachts, and that the competition 
would be even better than in the past. It was announced that it 
was intended to have the next mecting somewhat earlier in the 
your. 

A general mecting of the Indo-Uhinese Sugar Company was 
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held in the City Hall on the 28th May. Present—Messrs. Hitch 
cock (in the chair), Crichton, Helland, Dickie, Styles, E. Sharp- 
Sherwood, Pollard, Ortuno, Murray, M.D., Morison, Melchers, 
Kresser, Jameson, Hazeland, G. F. Heard, Hubener, Francis, Ede, 
Dodds, M.D., Cox, Coughtrie, Coxon, Barrington, and Boyd. 
The Chairman read the manager's report, for the information of 
the shareholders of the company. Respecting the condition of 
the property of the company at Bien Hoa, near Saigon, and in re- 
gard to the prospects of purchasing cane and manufacturing 
sugar during the present season, the report of Mr. Costeker speaks 
very hopefully, adding that there are over six thousand acres of 
cane now planted in the immediate vicinity of the factory: he de- 
scribes the country as possessing the finest sugar growing soil 
he has ever secn. e further states that there will no 
difficulty in purchasing cane at eight cents per picul; and from 
his report generally the main requirements to the success of the 
company appeared to be definitely assured. Mr. C. gave it as his 
opinion, under the circumstances, that 1fo less than 4,000 tons of 
raw sugar would be produced during the next crushing season. 
Most encouraging statistics and data (continued the Chairmen) 
had also been received as to the prospects of the company at Swa- 
tow. Regarding Amoy, Takao and Wampoa, it is not settled 
whether operations will or will not be commenced this season. 


. THE LOSS OF THE “ SLANEY.” 

The Daily Press gives the following account of the loss of Her 
Majesty’s gunboat Slaney, which is more circumstantial than the 
official report forwarded to the Admiralty and published in our 
issue of the 11th inst. :— 

The Slaney left Singapore on the 14th April, for Hong Kong. 
On the morning of the 4th a gale commenced from the north-east, 
the wind haying been from the south-west previously, and the 
vesselrunning with studding sails. Oh the 5th and 6th it con- 
tinued to blow very heavily, the barometer falling to 28.04. The 
ship hove-to with storm maintopsail very easy, but with the sea 
breaking heavily over her. On the 7th the gale was more violent, 
but the wind remained steady at the north-east. On this day she 
lost the jolly-boat, captain’s gig, and dingy, and at midnight the 
whale-boat was washed away. On the morning of the 8th the 
foremast went over the side, taking with it the jibboom and main- 
topsail, the wind continuing strong and heavy, and the barometer 
standing at 28. During the gale, which was indced a typhoon, the 
Slaney made very bad weather and laboured heavily, being most 
time under water. On the 9th was lying to, with the fires banked, 
heading to the N.W. ; at nine o'clock p.x. got steam up and pro- 
ceeded, steering N.E., the gale abating. At twenty minutes after 
midnight the ship struck, going about two knots at the time ; 
the engines were stopped, but before they could be backed the 
ship was fast upon the reef, the sea pooping and flooding the 
whole afterpart of the hull in such a manuer that one engineer 
was drowned in his berth. All hands were engaged until day- 
light on the part of the upper deck in the construction of a raft. 
At daylight saw land on both bows, small islands, distant about 
ten miles apart, and from five to six from the wreck, but the surf 
was breaking and washing over all as bad as before. About six 
o’clock launched the raft over the starboard bow, when its painter 
parted, Orders were passcd that all who could not swim should 
take to it toreach the shore ; those who could swim went to it, al- 
though all did not reachit, and those who could not swim stuck to the 
hull, and their lives were saved. When the raft left the ship it got 
well over that part of the reef on which the rollers were heaviest ; 
those on it then appzared to have cast adrift the lashings, and to 
have divided it among them, butall failed to reach the shore save 
three, one European and two Chinese. At the time the raft left 
the Commander, Lieutenant Elwin, called out, “ Yon must do the 
best you can for your lives, lads; Iam no raftsman ;’ and he 
then plunged into the water, accompanied by Pink, quarter- 
master. ‘hey were seen clear of the reef in smooth water, with 
what was supposed to be a good prospect of fetching the land ; 
but they have not been heard of since. The survivors, that is, the 
seven who remained by the wreck, did not leave it until the p.m. 
of the 14th, during which time they were without food and water, 
having only a little tobacco ; when a fishing junk came and said 
that there was another wreck not far off, and carried three of the 
party to it, the rest coming afterwards. Here the survivors of 
the Slaney found the master and crew of the Curactacus, also 
wrecked like themselves, but having clothes and provisions saved 
from the vessel, and the two parties became one, until an engage- 
ment was made with one of the junks for a passage to Hainin. 
During the gale, when the wind was N.E., and blowing at the 
hardest, the barometer fell to 28-04, and after midnight of the 8th 
commenced to rise slowly.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to June 17. 
mail (French) of May 13 arrived on the 12th June. 

We extract the following from the summary of the Straits 
Times :— 

The P. and O. steamer Orissz, with the London mails of 6th 
May, arrived here on the Gth inst.,and the M.L. steamer Perho, 
with London letters to the 13:h May, on the 12th inst. The Emeu, 
which takes the preseat mail, lett Long Kong on the morning of 
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the 9th inst., and arrived here yesterday morning. The last Eng- 
lish mail, as will be seen from the datesgiven above, reached this 
on the thirty-first day from London, being, we believe, the quickest 
passage on record by the overland route. The Ocean line now 
offers to convey first-class passengers from this to London for 
£65, and other steamers have similarly lowed thcir rates. The 
result will be, that although at the outset the number of passen- 
gers obtained may not appear to warrant the reduction, in the end 
these low fares will create a traffic for themselves. 

Among the passengers by the last outward mail was Mr. J. W. 
W. Birch, the new Colonial Secretary of the Straits Settlements, 
who immediately assumed the duties of his office. Captain Shaw, 
who has been Acting Colonial Secretary since the death of Colo- 
nel Macpherson, has returned to his post as Lieutenant Governor 
of Malacca, and Mr. C. J. Irving, who has been filling Capt. 
Shaw’s place, has resumed charge of the Auditor General’s Office. 
Mr. Birch comes to us highly recommended from Ceylon. While 
on the subject of official changes, we may mention that the Act- 
ing Attorney General, Mr. Aitken, will go home by next mail on 

rivate affairs, and that his duties will be taken over by Mr. R. C. 
Woods, a legal practitioner of long standing here. 

No questions of political importance have arisen during the 
fortnight. There have been two meetings of the Legislative 
Council, on the 8th and 14th inst., but its time has been wholly 
occupied with the consolidation and amendment of the Excise Act. 
At the meeting on the 8th inst., several despatches of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies came up for consideration. Those rela- 
tive to the introduction of the Post-office moncy order system 
between this colony and the United Kingdom, and the proposed 
alteration of the scale of progression in the rates of postage, were 
heartily concurred in, and the Council expressed its desire that the 
changes might be made with as little delay as possible. ‘The Hon. 
W. ia Read also suggested the adoption of the money order sys- 
tem between the three settlements of the colony, of which the 
Council approved,—a measure that will prove of great public 
benefit. With regard to the amendments suggested by Earl 
Granville in the pilots and the volunteer corps ordinances, the Coun- 
cil was of opinion that it was undesirable to make any changes in 
the existing laws. As, however, the volunteer corps ordinance was 
referred by Earl Granville to the War Secretary, who remarked 
that clause 3 was “foreign to English law and practice,” and 
suggested that some provision should be made whereby “ commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers should not be tried by their 
inferiors in rank,” and Earl Granville, while giving assent to the 
ordinance, recommended the alteration to the consideration of the 
council—their adherence to the existing law may possibly 
be deemed: by that’ officer as a want of courtesy; but as 
there. is~ at.. present little probability of a court-martial, 
we suppose the question to be in reality a mere matter 
of form, and of little moment. On the motion of the 
Honourable Thomas Scott, the correspondence between the 
former Government and Tan Kim Seng, Esq. on the 
subject of the Waterworks, has been begun to be laid before the 
Council. It is somewhat curious that, out of the voluminous 
correspondence that passed on this subject, the two or three 
letters.which have so far been published should prove so favour. 
able to}H. E. the Governor’s views, and tend to discredit the action 
of the former Government in the matter. When the balance of 
the correspondence is forthcoming, the question may appear in a 
very different light.

STRAITS, JAVA, AND CHINA IMPORTS. 


SHANGHaL—Piece Goods: A variety of causes had conduced to check 
business. The natives were passing through a sort of monetary crisis, 
and great difficulty was experienced by the native bankers in raising the 
Sycee to meet their liabilities. The advices from Tientsin were of crops 
almost ruined from prolonged drought, and of general depression; and 
the nature of those from the river was not much more encouraging. In 
addition to these there were increasing stocks, and telegrams of an enormous 
export of Plain Cottons from home. Grey Shirtings: Medium weights 
saleable in small lots at a slight concession to buyers. Light and heavy 
‘makes very difficult to place, and quotations are toa great extent nominal. 
Stock on 3lst May, exclusive of supplies brought by ships, whose cargoes 
had not been circulated, about 400,000 pieces. White Shirtings: Small 
business at previous rates. Stocks, 81,000 pieces. T-Cloths: Best kinds 
of 7-lb. Mexicans in strong demand during the early part of the fort- 
night, with large transactions ; but anxiety of holders to sell checked any 
tendency to improvement in value. In medium and common descriptions 
very little done, and market closed quiet and weak. Stocks 1,120,000 
pieces. Drills again easier, and tendency of the market still favoured 
buyers. Stock 350,000 pieces. Jeans: A large sale to natives of mixed 
chops, English goods, at Tls. 2.80 per piece, proportion, would indicate re- 
turning confidence. A considerable quantity of Jeand has gone into con- 
sumption, and their cheapness seemed to be gaining for them the place of 
heavy Shirtings and T-Cloths. Stock, 190,000 pieces. Sheetings: Few 
sales, prices unchanged, holders very firm. Fancy Cottons: Market gene- 
rally worse. A heavy sale of Gentian Shirtings, at Tls. 2.40 per piece, 
and some forced transactions in Chintzes were the chief features of the 
fortnight. Woollens: Long Ells attracting more attention. For favourite 
Chops and good assortment, prices firmer, and in some instances higher ;

Snanonat.—No business had been donein Black Teas; a muster of 
200 half-chests Ningchows had been shown on the market, which were 
said to be new Teas. Green: No transactions, 

Haxxow.—The following report of the opening of the market is from 
Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Circular:—We have to advise the 
opening of our tea market, which took place unexpectedly the day on 
which the musters were first shown, being four days earlier than in any 
previous year. On the 18th May a few musters of fine Ningchow received 
from Kiukiang were offered, two of which were settled late in the day at 
Tis. 40 per picul, laid down in Shanghai, On the following morning 
further musters were shown, and 10 chops found buyers at opening rates; 
the finest parcels were then actively competed for, and large settlements 
made at from Tls. 34 to Tle. 37 delivered here, and Ts. 38 to Tis. 43 laid 
down in Shanghai, the latest settlements showing an advance of fully ‘I'ls. 
8 per picul. Business commenced in teas from our own districts on the 
21st by the purchase of an Oanfar at Tis. 314. For two or three days 
but little was done in Oopacks, and only such taken as were fit for the 
Russian market, as much as Tl. 34 to Tls. 35 being paid for three or four 
fine chops: other grades remained neglected till heavy arrivals compelled 
teamen to reduce their demands, when numerous settlements were made at 
gradually declining rates, till we quote a reduction of Tls. 3 to Tls. 4. Asa 
crop we consider it superior to last year’s, the improvement being most 
noticeable in the leaf, which seems to have been more carefully manipu- 
lated. The Ningchows, we think, will again rank as the finest of the year, 
whilst of teas from our own districts we give the preference to the Oanfas, 
which are fine and strong in cup and freer from admixture of leaf from 
other districts than last year, but not perhaps of so distinctive a character. 
The Cheong-sow-kyea, although showing less improvement in make, are 
superior in cup; whilst in the Young-low-toongs and Nip-car-secs the 
superiority is most apparent in the leaf, Only a few musters have arrived 
from Soong-yong, but for these we form a favourable opinion of the 
growth. We quote finest Oanfas 29 to 30; Oopacks, fine to finest, 24 to 
80 ; medium to fine, 22 to 234; and Ningchows, 28 to 31 taels per picul 
-—choice parcels would, however, realise higher figures, Quality con- 
sidered, we think rates now current are lower than at same period of last 
season. Of Ningchowe 43,300 half-chests have been offered, of which 
32,800 have found buyers. Rates paid for Oopacks at exchange here of 
G3. 31, and freight per steamer £7 for 40 feet, are equal to 1s. 744d. to 
2s. 4d., and for Ningchows 2s, to 2s. 3d. per Ib, 

Foocuow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co, report as follows :— 
The first of the new season’s Teas reached this market on the 20th 
May, and to date (4th June) the arrivals amount to 100,144 chests, 
against 164,050 at the same time last year. Expressions of opinion as 
to the quality of the crop must be limited at present to the descriptions 
known as “low country teas” and ‘‘ Paklings,” as the musters from the 
distant districts are, so far, too few to allow of a correct judgment being 
formed of them. Taken as a whole, tho ‘low country teas” can scarcely 
be considered as superior to those of last season. The comparative far 
smaller admixture of cld leaf and greater strength are points strongly in 
their favour ; but, unfortuately, the improvement in these respects is nul- 
lified to a lamentable extent by the general roughness of the leaf and 
extreme rawness—almost amounting to coarseness—of the bulk in water, 
attributable, no doubt, to the delay which took place in the first picking 
of the leaf. As regards ‘' Paklings,” although but few musters have been 
shown which can be classed as “finest,” the quality generally must be 
pronounced as superior to that of last year’s crop, inasmuch as it appears 
to be genuine, i.¢., free from mixture with other kinds. A few musters of 
inferior Oolong have been shown. The new Scented Teas may be looked 
for in a few days. The opening rate of freight has not yet been settled. 
The SS. Achilles, Thermopyle, Windhover, Everest, Falcon, Wylo, Eme, 
and Norman Coart are in port ready to load, and several other vessels are 


daily expected. Exchange on London, 4/74 for six months’ sight credits, 
nominal. : 
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Canton.—The market was opened on the 24th May by the settlement 
of some 10,000 boxes Scented Caper, at Tls. 24 to 26 for good medium 
grades, which prices were from Tl. 1 to 14 below the opening rates of last 
season. Since the opening, a fair business had been continued daily. The 
settlements reported of Scented Orange Pekoes were at full rates coth- 
pared with the first purchases of similar medium kinds last year. The 
musters lately offered showed no improvement in quality over those first 
exhibited on the market, the Tea being almost without exception badly 
made and mixed with old leaf. No District Congou or new Canton 
Greens had found buyers. The small parcel of Imperial reported had 
been purchased for shipment to the Continent. Some rather large ¢on- 
tracts of Pouchong for future shipment to the United States were re- 
ported to have been entered into during the fortnight. The Taeping car- 
ries home the first cargo of new tea, She cleared from Whampoa on the 
Ath June, and completes her cargo at Macao, from whence she will pro- 
bably depart on the 9th June, Canton sett!ements from 21st May to 
4th June:- Country Congous and Country District Congous, nil; Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 15,000 boxes, at Tis. 22 to 34; Scented Caper, 39,000 
boxes, at Tls.

SILK, 

SnanGuar.—tThe following is from Megsrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Cireular:— 
Iank musters of the new silk arrived on the 23rd May, and bale musters 
were shown on the 30th; the silk from Nanzing shows a great improve- 
ment both in size, colour, and quality on that of last year, while that 
from Linhoo and Ifoochow is most decidedly inferior, being very coarse, 
mixed, and cased, On the 3lst May the market was opened by the pur- 
chase of No. 44 Linuoo Silk at Tls. 529 to Tls. 530, and was immediately 
succeeded by one of Blue Flags, at Tle, 585, and some good Nanzing Four 
Tsatlee, at ‘Tle. 545; from that moment buying became gencral, and we 
hear the Phenix and Blue Peacocks Chop has been sold at Tls. 545; Old 
Cat Chop Tingsfung, Tle. 580; Pagoda Chop, Tis. 585 to Ts. 590, 
while for Chooping Sequence of Check Chop, Tls. 630 is asked for 
the No. 3, and the rest in proportion. Only two or three musters of 
Red Peacocks have been shown, but no price fixed, as it was Im- 
possible to get any quantity down for this mail; both the Checks and 
Red Peacock’s are unusually good this seagon, and far exceed both in 
quality and size those of last. Hangchows have mot with some little at- 
tention, but, althouzh the quality is better than last season, it is far from 
satisfactory. Kahings and Chincain: Only a few of ths lower grades, 
say thirds to inferior quality, have arrived on the market and found pur- 
chasers at Tls. 420 to 460. Skcins: Some good black ties sold at Tis. 405 
to 415. On account of the unusually fine weather, some 1,400 bales have 
arrived from the interior, out of which 1,000 ba'es have found buyera, 
Tho opening prices are unprecelentedly high, being fully 1s. 6d. to 2s. over 
last telegraphic advices, The yicll for season is not expected by the best 
informe: natives to exceed 40,000 bales. The past season has ended moro 
fortunately for all concerned in the article than could’ have been antici- 
pated. ‘The market was opened about the 9th June, 1869, at fairly 
moderate prices, say 242. for Red Pereocks and 283. 6d. to 293, Gd. 
for Chops, but, on the arrival of the silk in London and Lyons, 
manufacturers would not respond to these rates in consequence of 
the European yield being larger than that of late years, stocks were 
therefore allowed to accumulate until some importers forced sales at 
losses ranging from 1s. to 3s. per Ib, Even this proved no discourage+ 
ment to buyers here, who continued operations, and were at last rewarded 
by a favourable turn in the home market about the end of November, 
since when it has gradually improved ; the impetus thus given caused a 
rapid advance in prices here, and the parity of home rates was soon exe 
cceded, sanguine buyers taking almost any description of silk offered, so 
that many of the native manufacturers preferring to realise their supplies 
intended for local consumption, the export was unexpectedly swelled to a 
total of 42,804 bales. The onttarn of the whole season has been mostly ih 
favour of shippers, although such must be attributed tore to good forttine 
than to any reasonable foresight on the part of buyers, and it is to be 
hoped that this unexpected success may not engender over-sanguine ex- 
pectations for the coming year, 

Canton.—Tho market had continued active, and prices had farther 
advanced. Tue Silk of the first crop had been sent down rather too 
hurriedly, and it was difficult to speak so favourably as regards size and 
cleanliness of thread. The present mail steamer would take forward 
nearly all that was likely to be received from the first yield. Concerning 
the second crop, reports were rather contradictory, but it was estimated 
that about 2,000 bales would be available for export. Very high prices 
continued to be asked fer America, and consequently buyers were few in 
number. At 4/7 exchange, the following were the laying down costs in

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
Owr:ne to the declaration of war by France against Prussia, 
it has been impossible to get any sort of hearing for this oc- 
currence at the French Foreign-office. All we can assume 
is that the French Chargé d’Affaires at Peking, M. Ro- 
OHECHOUART—whom it was at first conjectured was killed— 
has been instructed to demand satisfaction for this atrocity, 
and, failing to obtain the most complete and sincere action 
at the hands of the Peking Government by the immediate 
punishment of the offenders and a disavowal of any com- 
plicity, the French Government would bo left free to take 
such measures as they may deem necessary—probably the 
infliction themselves of retribution on the town of Tientsin. 
The feeling of exasperation on the part of the French will be 
intense, and we fear that the Chinese will find them far harder 
masters than the Knglish, notwithstanding the character our 
officials in China bear in the opinion of the peace party—Sir 
Cuartes DitkE and Mr.-Rytanps.. Tho Chinese are so 
subtle that it is extremely difficult to form an opinion as to 
their complicity in this last affair or the murder of Mr. Wit- 
LIAMSON, one of our own missionaries, who, it will be re- 
membered, was attacked and murdered while travelling in a 
hoat, and up to this hour we have no satisfaction for the 
injury. Our Government have admitted tho claim of the 
Chinese to the ordinary usages, of international courtesy, 
and, as we have often pointed: out, have committed a great 
mistake in so doing. It is simply impracticable. We have 
no doubt that this ‘ltentsin tragedy has been instigated by the 
Literati and Mandarius, who are simply ove remove from the 
actual Government. We know well enough that the mer- 
cantile classes of the Chinese are quite content with the 
presence of foreigners. Extraordinary as it may appear, our 
Foreiga-office did not receive any information on the affair 
via Kiachta. Perhaps the spirit of cconomy has extended 
to forbidding the use of the telegraph wires. The Journal 
Offciel of France publishes a telegram from Peking, which 
states that the victims were M. Fontaine (the French Con- 
sul), M. Simon, M. and Mdme. THomasin, eight Sisters of 
Charity, two priests, Fathers CHEvrieR and DE CHALMAISON 
—in all, fourteen French subjects. 
On the 20th inst. the following telegram was received 
from St. Petersburg :— 


The Chinese murdered the Congul of France and his secretary, all 
the Roman Catholic priests, nine sisters of charity, two merchants and 
their wives, and two young Russians. The French Consulate, the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, and the Hospital of the Sisters of Charity have 
been burned down. The other Europeans were unmolested. On the 
next day order had been re-established by the authorities. 


By later telegrams it appears that our authorities in Hong 
Kong were sending up troops to Tientsin to protect foreigners 
from further outrage. But later still we have a telegram 
that a Chinese general has been despatched to France to atone 
for the massacre ; this is certainly a novelty in our relations 
with China. 





THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE WAR. 
One of the most interesting phases of the war just declared 
by France against Prussia is whether in the course of events 


which must arise out of it, France will find a pretext for in- | 


terfering with the navigation of the Suez Canal. At the 
Conference held by the delegates at the opening ceremony the 
inviolability of the Canal, whether in war or peace, was very 
emphatically urged by Mr. Wm. Pustau, the North German 
delegate, which at this moment is very significant. Our 
readers may also remember that in April last we alluded to 
the proposed alteration in the charges of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany, z.e., to charge on the cargo conveyed, which would 
have given the company a pretext for examining the hold of 
a vessel, and thus have violated one of the articles specially 
stipulated. In fact, the delegates made “ neutrality” a stand- 
ing and leading item in the compact. 
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THE WAR AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 

. France, or rather Naroxeon ITI., believes she is waging 
war against Prussia or the North German Confederation, but 
she is mistaken. The invasion of the Rhine by an enemy will 
assuredly be the means of bringing and binding together both 
North and South Germany. It will kindle a flame of love. 
All will unite, and the ory of “ Vaterland” will be universal 
against the old enemy, the battalions of NaPoLEon. Patriot- 
ism in its most extreme enthusiasm will be roused by the 
thoughts and recollections of bygone days and the injuries and 
insults of the first Naroteon. Neither one, two, nor three 
defeats will suffice to curb the ardour of the Germans, who 
will come forward and join the ranks to the soul-stirring 
strains of our “ Vaterland.” No other is necessary. To all 
observers of French politics it is transparent that this war is 
to Napoteon III. one of expediency, not dictated by any real 
grievance, but the state of France and home affairs have of 
late 80 encroached on his popularity that a war was the last 
card to avoid a revolution, which would end in his abdication 
or flight. The alternative is one of the most wicked ever 
perpetrated, and the Duc pz Gramont and other Ministers 
who have given effect to the decision are not worthy of the 
name of Ministers. They are the mere tools of a despot. We 
rejoice at the expression of opinion in the House of Commons 
by Mr. Disraeti. Sure are we that such views boldly enun- 
ciated are the surest way of gaining the respect of the whole 
world. They will be handed down to posterity, and future 
generations may take counsel from them. 

The words of Mr. Disrae t are golden, and well deserve to be 
engraven in gold. Of all the wise and patriotic utterances of 
our great men, including the celebrated civis Romanus suum of 
Lord Patmerston, we doubt if any come up to the high in- 
tellectual and thoroughly English tone of Mr. Disrazui. The 
speech is unique ; while most emphatically and unmistakably 
proclaiming the position and what is due to this country, it 
does not exhibit any petty feeling of slight towards France. Of 
course, had Mr. Disraewt held the office of Prime Minister he 
would have been unable to express his views so independently ; 
but nothing is more calculated to put him in office when the 
course of events bring about a change in our Ministry. The 
Conservatives may, however, treasure up “ Mr. DIsRAELI's 
speech on the declaration of war by France” as one of the 
most potent influences to promote their cause on the hustings. 
The war will give an undoubted supremacy to our flag by 
throwing out the Mercantile Marine of France and Germany. 
Notably amongst those who will chiefly benefit by this are 
the P. and O. and Cunard Companies. The old game of 
registering vessels under neutral flags has been repeated, and 
we hear of arrangements to place the German steamers 
to New York under the American flag. If the Hamburg, 
Bremen, and St. Nazaire boats should venture to ply as usual 
to New York, Brazils, and other places, they certainly will 
not command either freight or passengers with the same 
readiness as steamers under the English flag. It will also be 
a check on the French steamers on the Pacific lines, and will 
greatly affect the various services of the Messageries Impe- 
riales ; but we presume they will keep up their line to India 
and China, as it is unlikely that the French Government will 
require their boats for transport services, the war being almost 
entirely a land one, and the risk of capture insignificant. The 
large number of German vessels in the Straits, China, and 
Japan waters will also be thrown out of employment, as the 
local underwriting offices could not accept war risks at a rate to 
allow of employment at a paying rate. Another inconvenience 
will arise to the various communities in the East, and that is the 
unemployed seamencast on shore. The annoyance onthis score 
will be well-nigh intolerable, for by the last mail we have lament- 
able accounts of European vagrancy in Ceylon. . ‘The French 
navy being so much superiorin numbers, Prussia, like Russia in 
the Crimean War, will make no effort to cope with France by 
sea, and cannot but submit to be blockaded by the superior 
strength of the French navy. Not that the Prussian navy is 
by any means contemptible, but it would be a waste of the 
time, strength, and resources of the Prussians to attempt an 
engagement at sea which could not inflict an injury on her 
antagonist of any value in the struggle. The great study of 
Prussia must be to husband resources, and be more cunning, 
cautious, and patient, than valorous. Let the French, as is 
their wont (and losing feature) do the impetuous. Germans 
must resemble the English, and be able to stand transient 
defeat but utterly unable to be beaten. ‘With the French 
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temperament success is absolutely indispensable to final vio- 
tory. Defeat—even but temporary—utterly demoralises them. 
The effect on our Money Market at the outset will be rather 
beneficial than otherwise, as Continental people of all classes, 
from princes to peasants, will bo sending their spare capital 
to England. Our rates of interest are therefore likely to 
rise but little ; but this condition of things will be of short 
duration, for we shall have France out with loan upon loan, 
and although the financial strength of Prussia is much supe- 
rior to France, she must also come on the market, althouvh 
she did not in her struggle with Austria. The present war 
with France is, however, on a far more gigantic scale, and 
consequently involves an immeasurably larger expenditure. 
Still the financing tactics and the credit of Prussia are infi- 
nitely superior to the French, and they will obtain their loans 
on much better terms. Mouey beinz said to be tho real 
arbiter or sinew of war, Prussia stands at an immense ad- 
vantage over France, which is well nigh bankrupt before she 
commences the lavish expenditure attendant on war. 

The Corn Market bas promptly shown a sympathy, and 
transactions in wheat havo taken place at an advance of 15s. 
per qnarter; and as our crops will be exceedingly light, 
owing to the want of rain, and the ports of the Bultic will 
doubtless be blockaded, we may look for very dear bread 
next winter. Coal, being contraband of war, cannot now be 
exported to Franca, and as this forms a large branch of our 
trade with that country it will throw out of employ a con- 
siderable amount of tonnage, as well as the firms and hands 
engaged in the trade. Saltpetre, hemp, tallow, and lead have 
risen in value, while coffee, which is so largely consumed on 
the Continent in time of peace, has fallen 8s. tol0s. Sugar 
has not fallen, as there are many chances of supplies being 
interrupted from Cuba and other places. The present low 
range of prices for Tea will be maintained if not further de- 
pressed, as our orders from the Continent have always been 
a great support to prices. Taking a general view of the 
effects of the war on our industry and trade, a falling off by 
one cause will be made up by another; we shall be freed 
from the competition of France and Belgium in railway and 
other iron works.” There are many other commodities which 
are alike produced in this country and on the Continent, but 
our neighbours will have their facilities for production and 
export cut off, which must increase our field. Our railway 
dividends should also increase, a3 at this season of the year 
thousands would be arranging for a holiday in Switzerland 
and such like places who will now prefer the peaceful fields 
and lakes of their own country.

HONG KONG IN 1870. 


(Continued from our last.) 
BARRACKS. 

The additional barracks are planted in four several ranges on 
tho face of the hill, immediately in the rear of the Military Hos- 
pital, and should be cool, for they are well placed to catch the 
breezes either from east or west. But why so many soldiers are 
required here I can hardly divine, and no wonder the mercantile 
community grumble at having to [pay £20,000 a-year towards 
their support. 

SEAMEN'S HOME. 

It is hardly correct to speak of this as a Government institu_ 
tion, for it has been mainly established by the enterprise of mer- 
cantile firms, prominent among whom is that of Jardine, Mathe- 
son and Co., who hold a mortgage on the premises for $40,000, or 
about half the cost. It is a fine building, facing the sea at a point 
where the Queen’s-road takes (off towards Pokfoolum, and is cap- 
able of accommodating over a hundred men. The charges for sea- 
men ($8 a-week) are moderate, and there is a bar, at which the 
inmates can obtain whatever liquor they require at cheaper rates 
than they would have to pay in taverns. Unlike the Shanghai 
Home, where men sleep ip hunks, and in the full sense of the 
term “rough it,” here each boarder has his iron-frame bed, mat- 
trass, sheets, &c., with a small cupboard at each bed’s head to store 
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their little knicknacks, which sailors like to have about them. 
Officers of ships are domiciled in a sep wats room, ani pay sone- 
thing extra for perhaps o trifle better food or style of cooking 
Under the superintendence of Captain Ovorbury, many years 
master of ships trading in the39 waters, but few complaints of 
mismanagement are heard—a inarked coatrast to the growl coa- 
tinually emanating from the Northern Home. There is this dif- 
ference between ‘the two, too, that in Shanghai (by sparser libs- 
rality) the accounts show a surplus annually for appropriation 
towards the discharge of an encumbrance also held by Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co.; here there is not a sufficiency of balance on 
the right sidejto pay for fire insuranc2. The lower part of the 
house, built for the superintendent, iz usel a3 an office (offices) 
for the Harbour-master in thit branch of his department which 
relates to gthe shipping of seaman. The Colonial Chaplain per- 
forms divine service in the lower rooms every Sundvy evening. 


TELEGRAPHS. 

The first ‘series of wires laid was from the ofic23 of Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., at Hust Point, to {heir establishment 
in town. After that Goveram2nt put lines of poles from the 
Central Polics Statioa t>Sviwan, these raaning along the beach, 
another series going un the Gorge, entering at [ospital-hill, and 
over the mountain to S:anley; a third line extending from the 
Central Station to the Peak, and thencs down to Aberdeen; the 
whole length of wire being over forty milos, I should think. 


BEAMEN’S HOSPITAL. 

This, again, is an institution founded on private rather than on 
public enterprise. It stands on the same site as the hospital 
built in 1842, and for many years managed by the late Dr. Har- 
land, on funds named but never paid by Ieerjebhoy Rustonjee, 
a Parsee merchant, who fancied ho had $12,000 in the hands 
of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., but had not (the firm 
liberally gave the inoney, however). It is a very well-de- 
signed building, of two stories, in four blocks, on the sides of a 
centre open quadrangle—the north front and west side blocks 
being occupied by the house surgeon, apothecary, house steward, 
and first-class patients. For the latter the accommodation may 
not be boasted of, the rooms, ten or twelve feet square, without 
closets, being too small. The boarding is good, however, and for 
a convalescent requiring quietness and generous feeding rather 
than close medical treatment, the Seamen’s Hospital is preferable 
to an hotel—the rate, $3 a-day (without liquor), being about the 
same—hot or cold baths at any hour of the day being great ad- 
vantages. Consequent on the number of cases of small-pox and 
typhus fever (invariably brought in ships from Yokohama) a 
building is about to be erected apart from the main block, so as 
to keep such contagious afflictions entirely separate. At present 
patients with these diseases are placed in a temporary house on 
the west wing. 

. WATERWORKS. 

These may be designated the great muddle—the grand drain— 
of the colony. Although the name of the island in Chinese sig- 
nifies fragrant streams, the waters from which it takes its appel- 
lation are to be found chiefly on the south side of the mountain ; 
and though, until the native population increased to an unreason- 
able extent, water enough could be procured from springs and 
wells on the north face to satisfy all wants, those of the shipping 
included, it then became necessary to provide against droughts, 
to check fires, &c., and so it came about that the Government 
offéred a premium for the best scheme to supply all wants, at all 
times and seasons. Mr. Rawlings, an officer of the Royal Engi- 
neers’ Works Department, was the successful competitor, and, on 
application mado, was permitted to leave the service, and see his 
plan carried out. After he left, the works came under the Sur- 
veyor-General’s Department, and such a heap of money as it has 
since cost, and is yet costing, to perfect the original plan, must 
be acaution. From first to last the scheme was wrong, as thus. 
Pokfoolum, the place selected for a reservoir, is a gorge, in a con- 
fluence of hills, the}flow of which is about, I should think, 600 feet 
above the level of the sea, and may be likened to a trapezium, 
with lengths of sides about double the extent of the spread or base 
—the fall, from the apex, being such that it would be possible to 
make a serics of tanks, with eight feet outside wallings, sufficiently 
large to retain enough water after cach heavy rainfall to keep the 
town supplied for a year. Instead of any such tanks, however, 
the plan in work is the erection of a huge barrier across the mouth 
of the gorge, an earthwork containing, I estimate, a cubical con- 
tent of some four millions of fect, and it is in the basin behind this 
barrier they purpose to. have a small sea of something like seventy 
feet in depth. If, after all, this barrier should be insufficient for 
the pressure against it, the conse geen of a burst would indeod 
be terrible. As regards the cost, I find that instead of contracting 
for digging, as was the practice in the old economical times, they 
pay labour after the rate of four men per dollar, this being just 
twice the price paid for coolies in the days of cutting a gap into 
the Wangneichung Valley in 1843. 


[Query.—How is it the cost of labour has increased to such an 
extent as this? Who enjoys the difference ? Not the actual 
earth-cutters, that we may be sure of.]

At the meeting of the East and West India Dock Company 
a dividend of 3 per cent. free of income-tax, was declared 
for the half-ycar. The directors’ report, which was adopted, 
mentioned that the shipping shows an increase of 25,709 tons as 
compared with the first six months of 1569, and that from the 
West Indies, Mauritius, China, and Australia, the additions to the 
tonnage account are in excess of this amount of increase. The 
reduction in the number of miscellaneous shipping and grain-laden 
vessels has, however, operated in abatement of the general account, 
so that the full value of the increased Colonial business is not 
shown in tho report of the tonnage. The importations of West 
Indian and China produce have been in excess of those of the first 
six months of 1869, but the importations of East Indian produce, 
as well as the amount of East Indian shipping, seem to correspond 
very nearly with those of 1869. 

At an extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, held on 
the 19th inst., Mr. Edward James Daniell, of the firm of Messrs. 
Daniell and Co., Kast India merchants, London, was unanimously 
elected a director in the place of Mr. Ellis James Gilman, resigned. 

According to a statement just issued by Messrs, Pixley, Abell, 
Langley, and Blake, the bullion brokers of Old Broad-street, the 
imports of builion into London, during the six months ending the 
30th ult., amounted to £8,768,110, against £9,711,077 in the cor- 
responding period of 1869, while the exports reached £6,269,298, 
against £8,437,331. 

The steamers Lit King and Diomed, with the first cargoes of 
new teas, may be expected here about the 4th proximo. 

The tenders for £400,000 on India were received at the Bank 
and the amounts alloted were—to Calcutta, £297,500 ; to Bom- 
bay, £100,000 ; and to Madras, £2,500. The minimum price was 
fixed, as before, at 1s. 104d., on all the Presidencies, and tenders 
on Caicutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will receive about 18 per 
cent.; those above in full. Tenders on Bombay at 1s. 103d. will 
receive in full. These results show that remittances to the East 
have been checked by the war and the uncertainty of the Money 
Market. 

Mr. Sam Mendel has issued a circular calling for the co-opera- 
tion of merchants and brokers to declare their shipments more 
proniptly, and thus avoid the after entries, which are sometimes 
@ month old. 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
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The excitement which has attended the declaration of war on the 
Continent has imposed a serious check upon business, and transactions 
have been extremely limited in extent, while in many cases prices 
have declined. 

TEA. 

The Circular of Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson says :— 

The slight improvement noticed in our last on the 14th inst. no 
longer exists. The dealers are holding off from buylng, on account of 
the “ new terms” proposed by importers, and the market is also suf- 
fering from the effects of the war on the Continent. Foochow Con- 
gous: Siftings and Dnst are unaltered; Broken-leaf may still be 
quoted at Sd. to 9d., inferior common at 9d. to 10d. per lb., common 
to good common at 104d. to 114d. per Ib., and fair has been sold to a 
small extent at 1s. per lb. Black Leaf Congons: Common is still at 
10d. to 1ld., and good common to fair 114d. to le. 03d. per Ib, but 
these prices are quite nominal; a parcel of fine has been sold at 
23. 14d. perlb. Tayshan Congous: The few at present on the market 
are without enquiry. Souchongs and Oolongs are quite neglected. 
Scented Teas: A slight demand continues for the finer grades at about 
former ratez, but the present stock of these kinds is very limited. In

SILK. 

The market, which had previously been extremely quiet, pending 
the firat arrival of the new China Silk, has, since the political anxie- 
ties of the last ten days, relapsed into general stagnation. The la- 
mentable outbreak of war between France and Prussia has quite put 
a stop to business, and we can only record the smallest possible trans- 
actions, and those by country buyers. Quotations are under the cir- 
cumstances nominal, and are likely to be so until some definite result 
of the approaching struggle takes place which might restore peace to 
Enrope and security to commerce ; the few transactions of the past 
week have been gencrally at about 1g. decline. The deliveries are 
less satisfactory, owing of course to the all but general cessation of 
orders from the Continent to forward Silk. The total clearances from 
the Ist to 20th instant are as follows:—China, 1,440 bales; Japan, 
357 bales; Canton, 415)bales ; Bengal, 180 bales ; total, 2,392 bales. 


COFFEE. 


The market is in a most unsatisfactory condition. Although only 
a small supply of Ceylon has been brought forward at the public sales, 
the greater portion had to be withdrawn, and so severe has been the 
depression in the market that the small business effected establishes a 
decline in Plantation of 10s. per ewt. on last mail’s prices, the last 
rates paid being—Triage, 398. to 483.; small, 47s. to 53s.; low mid- 
dling, 533. to 54s. 6d.; middling, 563. to 628.; good middling, 67s.; 
peaberry, 67s. to 73s, No transactions are reported in Native Ceylon 
or in other East India, and at the close business in all kinds appears 
to be entirely suspended. The landings for the past week are heary, 
and consist chiefly of Ceylon, but being 400 tons less than last year, 
and the deliveries 360 tons in excess of 1869, the surplus in the stock 
is brought down to 1,240 tons. 


SUGAR. 


The business since our last report has been animportant, but prices 
continue to be sustained. The only sale of East India has been $00 bags 
Penang at 27s. to 28s. 6d. An offer was made of 35,760 bags clayed 
Manila, just arrived, per Cleughs, which were all bought in, duty 4s., at 
28s. 6d., a small part fine (duty 4s. 9d.) at 268. The landings for the 
past week consist chiefly of Colonial sorts, and are 650 tons Icss than 
last year; but as the deliveries are also 300 tons less, little difference 
occurs in the position of the stock, the surplus being still about 17,000 
tons. 

Corr Goons.—The last sales, although not heavy, contained a large 
proportion of undesirable and second-hand parcels, which met little 
demand, and were chiefly withdrawn.
